|.\ short time ago (Tarenre S. narrow wa* billsd at Trrrr H.-itils, Inil., to 
give a lecture on William Ramlolph Hearst in the interast of tlie Heaml iiioie- 
nient. t)ne of the losaj ilaily papera piiblietied tlie statement tiinl the S,M-iuli.ts 
were sorely disappointed at the turn .Mr. harrow had taken, as lliey had nln.iys 
rialmed him as a member of the Soeialitt party. Thereupon another hs-,il il.iily 
sent a reporter to interview Kugene V. Debs as to wtiat he bait tO say on the 
subjert. The interview he gave was only puldishrd in jiart and. as rtiis li.is 
been quoted and more or less garbleil in the reproduction, we now- ptililisli I he 
original interview of Comrade Debs in full as follows; [ 

■’There Im* been n decided misunderstanding as to Jlr. Darrow's 
phlitienl alhliatinns. It is true that he has at times piihlicly addre.-sed 
and temporarily affiliated with Republicans, Itemoerats, I’opiilists, ,\n- 
arehists. -slingle Taxers and Socialist*; it i* not tnie, however, tliat he 
has ever beim a Sociali.st, fliat he ever pretended to be, or that he ever 
had any connection with tlie .Socialist party. It is therefore (|uitc evi¬ 
dent that there is no ground for the assumption that the Socialists are 
surpriserl or disappointed because of Mr. Darrow's espousal of the 
IfearstiM'ralie section of the Democratic party. The .Socialist party has 
neve- claimed Jlr. Darrow and Jlr. Darrow, beyond his .cell known 
Sorialistic tendencies, has shown no sign of joining or supporting the 
Socialist movement. 

“.vs a matter of fart, Jlr. Darrow has always pinmed himself upon 
being a free lance, and he has certainly given himself unlimited scope 
ill hi.s political manoeiTing: and in this respect at least, he is admir¬ 
ably fitted to address the Democratic party, compoaed as it is of all 
ihe larioiis and incongenous ehmients necessary to attract Jlr. Dar¬ 
row's versatile genius, .tnd he should be at his best in that capacity. 

‘‘Jlr. Darrow was elected to the last legialaturo of IlUnoL* as a 
rieinoerat.

(The cor¬ 
rupt corporations are often cheated

Got. Odell of Neir Tork, et a 
military dinner riven recently, paid 
hia reapecta to me trade unions, by 
advisine all militiamen to hold 
aloof ^m them. On this point 

he said; 

“The state (he should have said the capitalista) looks to tbe na¬ 
tional guard in time of peril, and in view of the numerous instances 
of members of labor unions in the national ^piard refusing to do their 
duty as guardsmen in time of turmoil, I advise the gnardemen to hold 
klobf from labor unions.” 

To us the most cheering part of this remark of the governor’s is 
where he says that there have been union men who as guardsmen re¬ 
fused to do their “duty.” It appears that there was enough of this 
refusal to “do their duty” on the part of guardsmen who belonged to 
the guard to rive the governor, who by virtue of hia office is tbe 
commander of the state troups, canse for annoyance and concern. For 
wo feel very sure that the kind of duty these certain New York sol¬ 
diers mutinied at was sufficiently obnoxious and inhuman to warrant 
tlieir rebellion. And as we write there floats before our eyes a car¬ 
toon that, was extensively printed and reprinted in the labor press 
some ten years or more ago, representing some militiamen in the fore¬ 
ground with levelled guna pointing at a group of strikers, and a 
whippersnapper of a captain shouting out the order to the soldier 
nearest him, ‘.‘Shoot down your father over there, don’t you see he’s one 
of the strikers 1” 

Now, every militiaman is not ordered to shoot his own father 
down in cold blood, bat many of them have been ordered to shoot down 
their human brothers, their brothers in the working class. The main 
reason why the trade 'unions have an instinctiye mistrust of the militia 
service and why they are many cf them instructing their members to 
stay out of the militi^, is that experience has shown that the militia is 
used for the interests of the capitalist class and for the purpose of in¬ 
timidating the working class. Evidences of this misnse abound. In 
line with this claim, wc may point to Colorado. 

It is not necessary to recite here the way in which the. national 
guard has been used by the mine owning capitalist officials of that 
state to supercede the civil autboritifs, even to the point of suspending 
the writ of habeas corpus, and that, too, when tne local authorities 
complained that they were well able to preserve the peace. But there 
is a point in connection wlfn a recent occurrence there that may be 
pointed out. Pres. Moyer of the Western Federation of Miners was 
put under military arrest sometime ago, on a charge that even Dr. 
Washington Gladden says was flimay and far-feteh^, and after being 
kept in the bull-pen with the idea of thus crippling the organizatioii 
of tlic workers, the miners were at length able, by going clear up to 
the supreme court, to get an order commanding' the military com¬ 
mander to surrender Moyer into court Read Sie following from an 
associated press report as to what followed: 

Wien the train bearing Charles H. Moyer, I’mident of the Wntem Fed¬ 
eration of Miners, who appears this afternoon, before the Supreme Court for a 
hearing on habeas corpus proceedings, arrived to^y, accompanied by a militia 
guard, a small.siaed riot resulted, 'fhere were e number of persons at tha 
station to meet the party, among them Secretary HaywoM of the Western 
Federation of Miners. 

Haywood walked into tbe train and shook hands with Moyer. Captain 
Biilkeley Wells immediately made a move toward Haywimd to strike him. 
Haywood knocked Weils down. 

In a second Haywood was surrounded by angry troopars, who struck at 
the assaulter with the butts of their carbines a^ beat him with revolven. 

Bert Givens, orderly of Capt. Welles, atmek up the muxale of a gun aimed 
et Haywood, and rescued him from his poaitioo between two cars where the 
guardians had driven him. 

Haywood was then arrested, and In the middle of a hollow square of 
militiamen, marked to a hotel near the statioo. Haywood a^n ahraed fight, 
and was beateiy'iDto aubmiaiion. Ho was boyoneted and clubbed wHh muaketi 
until ho was Inaensibie. A riot call sras turned in. 

His injures consist of a deep cut on the left aide of the head, and one on 
the right side M the head, which almost severed the lower lobe of the right ear. 

When 11 de^nd wai mads by Police Capt Frank Lea for the release of 
Haywood on theVround that the mlUtary rule did not extend to Denver, Gen. 
Bell replied that yie Intended to bold Haywood as a military prisoner and 
would shoot any ^e who attempted to take him. 

later Haysrsdid recovered oonscioueneai and was given troatmmit Tbe 
mlliury ofBciala aUted that they would hold him on a warrant aworn out 
some time ago charging him with desecrating the Bag. Chief ol Police Arm¬ 
strong has not yet made a formal demand for the surrender of Haywood, who 
Is oonatruotively under arrest in Denver on e. eimilar charge. 

It irill be noted that Hayarood’a greatest crime in the mind of 
the military oommander was that he sought to communicate with his 
t hief. It waa a crime for which the commander sought to strike him 
down, and would have aucceeded bad Haywood been more of a coward 
and leM of a man of true American ^unk. It is clear why he was not 
permitted to speak to Pres. Mover. 'The militarv was not’holding him 
to preserve the peace, but to eir.baiass and cripple the official operations 
of the Federation of Miners, and hence did not propose to grant the two 
officials of that organization the opportunity to even speak to ^h other.
